ON JANUARY 1 


Edmonton, Dec. 19—As a result of 
the completion of negotiations’ which 
have been under way for some time, 
members of the Alberta dairy pool 
will begin’ marketing their cream 
through the agency. of the pool on 
January 1, 

A manufacturing <arrangement. in 
the province jis.to handle the manu- 
facturing end of the business and de- 
liveries will be made to seven. ‘centres 
in the central part of the province, 

At Edmonton, Stettler, Camrose, 
Ponoka,. Vermilion and Wainwright, 
the plants of the P. Burns Co, Limited 
will manufacture butter from the 
cream delivered by pool patrons, 
while at Wetaskiwin, the Wetaskiwin 
Creamery Company will handle the 
businges,and-itis.expected that a sim- 
ilar arrangement will be made with 
the Sedgewick Cooperative Creamery. 

Officials of the pool express them- 
selves as being very well _ satisfied 
with the arrangements made with 
these manufacturers to make and 
market the butter from cream pro- 
duced tributary to these points, It is 
anticipated that these plants will 
handle all the cream signed up in the 
pool in the territory. north of Red 
Deer, which includes 75 per cent of 
the pool sign-up of the province, Ar- 
rangements are pending at the pre- 
sent time with other firms to handle 
the production in the southern part of 
the province. Since the manufactur- 
ing contracts have been signed, fur: 
ther organization work has been done, 
with the result that a considerably in- 
creased sign-up is assured from the 
Camrose, Ponoka, Wetaskiwin and

These homesteads and soldier 
grants represent 97,440 acres, compr- 
ed with 58,240 acres for the same 
month of 1924.

who saves from sin, which gives the 
Christian religion the singular dis- 
tinction of being a redemptive reli- 
gion. Jesus thus bridges the gulf be- 
tween God and man, opening the way 
for mankind to be at one with their 
heavenly Father.
